The "Eastern Affairs College*' in an institution of the "Bundee- 
zentr&le fuer Heimatdienst*’ established to stimulate intellectual- 
political controversy with Communism and to strengthen the concept of 
democracy. Ita objectives are to be effected by seminars* The 
scientific, responsibility rests with a Directorate of ten professors 
fpr eastern research. 

As a rule, each seminar of the "Eastern Affairs College*' lasts 
one week with 25-27 hours of lectures, plus discussions. The seminars 
begin on Sunday afternoon and end the next Saturday noon (unless other- 
wise announced). 

The program provides lectures on philosophy (5 hrs.), history 
(5 hrs.), economics (5 hrs.), and politico (3 to 5 hrs.), each followed 
by discussions. The general lectures are supplemented by lectures on 
specific subjects, round-table discussions and by films emphasizing 
current problems. Prominent specialists in the various fields, in- 
cluding Journalism, conduct the lectures and discussions.
